The most common cause of 
burns among adults is 
flames, 85% of flame burns 
involve the ignition of fabrics, 
making cigarette smoking the 
number one cause of fatality 
from fire. Toddlers, from age 
2 to 4, are the most common 
of all age groups to sustain 
burn injuries. In Florida, 
especially, we are exposed to 
а type of radiation burn, com- 
monly called sunburn. Chem- 
ical burns can be sustained 
by direct contact with acid or 
alkaline chemicals. About 
two years ago, I helped care 
for a man from a sugar mill 
in.the area, who sustained a 
serious burn to his lower leg 
from caustic soda splashing 
into his boot at work, Use 
cawion with all chemicals! 

The severity of a burn 
injury is primarily deter- 
mined by the extent of the 
body surface area involved 
and the depth of the burn.

The skin is the largest organ 
of the body. It functions to 
protect against infection, pre- 
vent loss of body fluids, con- 
trol of body temperature, 
function as a sensory and 
excretory orgán, and per- 
forms cosmetic purposes.

remains sun-sensitjve for up 
io a year. The'deeper the 
burn, the more likely pigment 
changes and scarring may 
occur. Burns fcan -easily 
become infected and lead to 
more seriows medical prob- 
lems. 

Prevention is the key to 
effective burn management. 
Everyone exposed to the sun 
for any length of time should 
use an approved level of sun- 
screen to avoid sunburns. 
Home burns can be prevented 
by turning hot water heaters 
below 120 degrees F, turning 
pot handles away from chil- 
dren & temperature testing 
of all foods, especially those 
heated in a microwave. Safely 
store all flammable sub- 
stances, and avoid smoking 
around them. Keep all chemi- 
cals and caustic agents locked 
up, and wear gloves and gog- 
gles if mixing chemicals. 
Install smoke detectors and 
change the batteries every six 
months. (One person suggest- 
ed changing the batteries 
when the time changes to 
daylight savings time and 
back to T each 6 months, 
to help jog the memory). 

Families should have a 
home fire evacuation route 
and routinely practice the 
plan with their children. For 
more information regarding 
burn treatment, you can call 
Humana Hospital of Augusta, 
Ga.

Mr. Bentley was over- 
whelmed with its beauty and 
fascinated with this miniature 
world that he saw through his 
microscope. He was hooked for. 
life. 

Over the next fifty years, Mr. 
Bentley examined thousands of 
snowflakes. Initially, he, would 
sketch what he observed but 
after a few years be began pho- 
tographing the slides, In 1931, 
Mr. Bentley published all his 
photographs in a book. “Snow 
Crystals” contains over 2,300 
pictures of snowflakes and is 
still the definitive book on 
snowflakes and snow crystals.

it freezes into an ice crystal. If 
the atmospheric temperature 
is around five degrees and 
*there’s an abundance of water 
vapor, our tiny crystal will 
sprout six little branchés with 
arms. A snowflake is born. 

It's life. span, however, is rel- 
atively short. Our snowflake 
grows a bit heavier as more 
water vapor condenses onto it. 
That extra weight carries the 
flake out of the cloud and onto 
the ground. 

While many snowflakes have 
the familiar six-sides there are 
always exceptions. The tem- 
perature of the air and the 
amount of water vapor can cre- 
ate a variety of unique 
snowflake shapes. 

Very cold temperatures, for 
example, tend to create needle 
and rod shape forms. While 
slightly warmer air produces 
more complicated, geometric 
shapes-some have three sides, 
others contain five. 

Maybe all snowflakes аге 
unique. On the other hand, 
given the millions of flakes 
that form each year, perhaps 
one or two are identical. 
Chances are we'll never know 
which statement is true. 

Maybe, like Wilson Bentley, 
we. should just enjoy the beau- 
ty of a snowflake.

Clewiston Garden Club has 
benefited greatly from her 
energies, as has the Citizens 
for Constitutional Property 
Rights. 

She didn't brag about her 
activities, but continued to 
work for the industry that pro- 
vides all Americans with a safe 
and adequate food supply. 

Her patience and dedication 
faltered somewhat when the 
South Florida Water Manage- 
ment District (SFWMD) Gov- 
erning Board devised a Sur- 
face Water Improvement Man- 
agement Plan (SWIM) that 
would devastate Glades' resi- 


dents. Forget working behind 
the scenes! She rounded up а 
few women to attend the 
SFWMD Board meeting to see 
how in the world a nine-mem- 
ber appointed board could play 
God with people's lives. This 
gathering was the maiden voy- 
age of “The Ladies of the Lake, 
United to Save Agriculture.” 
She brought the uninformed 
board to reality, showing them 
the heart and soul of the 
Glades and agriculture. She 
worked phone campaigns, let- 
ter-writing projects, organized 
meetings, and created videos 
and brochures to let unin- 
formed citizens know what 
was, and still is happening. 

During this interview, her 
niece interjected activities 
Mrs. Platt had forgotten, such 
as asking Rep. Dan Miller 
(Bradenton) to come to Clewis- 
ton and learn the impact of his 
Proposed amendment to abol- 
ish the sugar program. (He 
never came.) She confronted 
him at a press conference in 
Washington, D.C., asking him 
again. (He still hasn't been in 
Clewiston.) The full results of 
NAFTA still aren't known, but 
thanks to Mrs. Platt, Glades’ 
residents know the mechanics 
of the plan, and they know 
about the proposed "sheet" 
flooding of the Glades by the 
Corps of Engineers. 

"If our government stood up 
for us like other countries do 
for their farmers, such as 
France, it would be a different 
Story," she declares. "The worst 
thing about this uphill fight is 
the politicians. Why don't they 
leave the farmers alone? Who 


will feed Americans жез the 
farms are gone?" 

Tt is obvious she carés a 

great deal for her niece and 
nephew, Ardis and Alan Ham- 
mock. They not only farm, but 
manage the bookkeeping, and 
raise two youngsters, Sarah 
and Robert. Both children 
have participated in the farm- 
ing debate, marching and tes- 
tifying in Washington, D.C. 
and Orlando at Congressional 
hearings. Mrs. Platt helps 
them with ten head of cattle, 
teaching and allowing them to 
keep them іп a field near the 
house. 
ı Mrs. Platt lives in the mid- 
dle of two farms owned by 
Alan and Ardis Hammock, and 
Alan's parents, Bob and Jan 
Hammock. A picturesque red 
barn on stilts is all that 
remains to remind folks of the 
1926 hurricane. "My husband 
built it on pilings just in case 
the lake flooded again,” she 
said. That was before the dike 
was built. They all work on the 
farm that predominantly pro- 
dites sugar cane, and a side 
crop of rice during off-season. 

"Our fields have to be flood- 

ed anyway. Rice helps replace 
nutrients in the soil,” said her 
niece. "It is a perfect crop for 
us, but our struggle to keep 
our farms seems to be in our 
minds all the time. It is an 
uphill struggle," said Mrs. 
Hammock. Her aunt shook her 
head, saying, "I find it hard to 
talk about what the politicians 
are doing. It is outrageous! We 
love it here: We love farming. 
Our government gives away so 
much outside of our country.
